THE PREFACE. 



It M a moit {nnaaable ptrt of that blawed ttterty wk tn wWk CasitT 
kUh madt u9/f^ that in hit wonbifs different feme and ongea wmf 
vithmit ofience be allowed, provided the labetaace of the laith be kept 
entin ; and that, in every Chnroh, what eaanot be dearly determined to 
belong to Doctrine muet be referred to Discipline; and therefore, by coinnKNi 
conaent and authority, may be akeied, abridged, enlarged, imtndcd, or 
otherwise disposed o^ aa may seem moot convenient for the edification of 
the people, " according to the variona exigencies of times and ofraaioni " 

The Church of England, to which the Protestant Episcopat Church in 
theae States is indebted, under Goo, for her first foundation and a long 
continuance of nursing care and protection, hath, in the Preiaee of her Book 
of Coomion Prayer, laid it down as a rule^ that "The Partieolar Forma of 
Divine Worship, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be uaed therein, 
h^ng things iu dieir own nature indiflforent and aliereUe, and so acknow- 
ledged, it is but reasonable that upon weighty and important considerations, 
according to the various exigencies of times and occaAons, such changsa 
and alterations should be made therein, as to those who are in places of 
Authority should, from time to time, seem either necessary or expedieoL" 

The same Church hath not only in her Prefoee^ but likewise in her 
Articles and Homilies, declared the necessity and expediency of oocaaional 
alterations and amendments in her Fmrms <^ Public Worship; and we find 
accordingly, that, seeking to " keep the happy mean between too much 
atifliiess in refiising, and too much easiness in admitting vanationa iu thiogs 
once advisedly eatablished, she hath, in the reign of several princei^ since 
(the first compiling of her Liturgy in the time of Edward the Sixth, upon 
Just and wdghty considerations her thereunto moving, yielded to make 
•uch alterations in some particulars, aa in their respective times were 
thought convenient ; yet so as that the main body and essential parts of the 
same (ns weU in the chiefest materials, as in the frame and order thereof) 
have still been continued firm and unshaken.' 

Her general aim in these different Reviews and Alterations hath been, as 
«he further declares in her said Preface, " to do that which, aoconUng to 
her best understanding, might most tend to the preservation <^ peace and 
<mity in the Church ; the procuring of reverence, and the exciting of piety 
and devodon in the worship of God j and, finally, the cutting off occasioh, 
Ihwn ihem that seek occasion, of cavil or quarrel against her Liturgy." 
And ahhough, according to her judgment, there be not "any Uiing in it 
eontrary to the Word of God, or to sound doctrine, or which a godly man 
may not with a gpod coii«ae»ca use and aubmU unto» or whkh is noc fiurir

defetvible, ifeUoirod iocli j^ and ftvaraUt MVlvvetioii, m, m eommoB 
aqoitjri ought to be allowed to all haman wridnga;" yet upon the priociplaf 
already laid down, it eannot hot be mppoaed, that fiirtber aheration would 
in time be foond expedient Acoordingly, a oommiaaion for a leriew waa 
iMued Iki tike year US9: bat thia gteak and good work miacarried at that 
ttee; and the Civfl Authority haa not ainee tboogfat proper to revive it by 
any neweonnj^iBion. 

Bttt when in the coorae of Dhrine Providence, thoM American Statet 
beeame independent with respect to Civil Government, their Eoclesiaatica] 
Indep en dence was neceasarily included ; and the (ifiiferent refigioqs deno- 
mimAiona of Christiana in these Stales were left at full and equal liber^ to 
model and orgaoiae their respe ct ive Chorches, and forms of worship, and dSs< 
«ipline, in dhch manner as they m%ht ju^ most convenient for tli^ir jfuture 
Iprosperity ; consistently with the Constitution and Laws of their country. 

The attention of this Church vras^ in the first place, drawn to thosa 
alterations iA the Litorgy which became necessary in die prayera for our 
Civil Rulers, in consequence of the ICevohition. And the principal care 
herein waa to make thMn conforn^le to what ought to be Uie proper end 
•f aH such prayers^ namely, that *'1lu]erB may have grace, wiadoro, and 
onderstandiag to execute justice, and to maintain truth ;** and that the Peopla 
"may lead quiet and peaceable lives, in all godliness and honesty." 

But while theae alterations were in review before the Convention, they 
Qonld not but, with gratitude to God, embrace the happy occasion which ynm 
otknd to them (uninfluenced and unrestrained by any worldly authority what* 
aoever) to take a further review of the Public Service, and to eitebliab sucb 
other alterations and amendmenta therein aa might be deemed expedient 

ft acems nnneceasary to enumerate all the diflfcrent alterations and 
amendments. They will appear, and It is to be hoped, the reaaops of theia 
al^o, upon a comparison of this with the Book of Common Prayer of the- 
ChuArch of England. In which it will' also appear, that this Church ia far 
from intending to depart flrom the Church of England in any essentia} foint 
of doctrine, discipline or worship ; or further than kical circumsiancea- 
require. 

And now, this important work bdng brought to a conclusion, it is hoped 
tile whole will be received and examined by every true Member of our 
Church, and every sincere Christian, with a meek, candid, and charitably 
fhttne of mind ; without prejudice or preposaessions ; seriously considering^ 
w)iat Christianity is, and what the trutha of the Oo^pel ate ; and earnestly 
beseeching Almiomtt Qod to accompany with his blessing every endeavor 
for promifl^ating tham to mankind in the daareat, plaineat, moat aiftcMnr 
and majestie manner, for the aake of Jtavft Chviit, oar bi sase d Lord 
and Saviour.

aeitliar wist they what to answer hun. 
And he (XMneth the third time, and 
aaith unto them, l^eep on now, and 
take yoor rest: it is enough, the hour 
is come ; behtJd, the Son of man is 
betrayed into the hands of sinnen. 
Rise up, let us go; h)^ he that betray- 
eth me is at hand. And immediately, 
while he yet make, oometh Jadu, 
one oJT the twelve, and with him a 
great nn^tude^ with swords and 
stares^ firom the chief priests, and the 
scribes, and the ektersL And he that 
betrayed turn had given thomatoken, 
•ayii^r, Whomsoever I shall kiss, that 
aameu he; take him, and lead ham 
away safely. And as soon as he was 
oome^ he eoeth straightway to him, 
and sailh, Ifnter, Master ; and kiss- 
ed him. And diey laid their hands

TheCfotpel St Mark i v. 1. 
AND straiff htway in the morning, 
the chief priests held a consultation 
with the eldera and flcribes, and the 
^^H^le council, and bound Jesus, and 
carried him away, and delivered him 
to Pilate. And Pilate asked him, Art 
thou the king of ^ Jewsl And he 
answering stud wito him, Thoasay 
est it And the cshiefpiests accused 
htm of many things : but be answer- 
ed nothing. And Pilate asked him 
a^dn, saytiw, Answerest thou no* 
tfing? beheld hoiv many thu«s they 
witnasi agaiast thae.. But Jesus 
jwfe answered nothing : so that Pilate 
aarveUtd. Now at that feast he rs- 
iBMLdnmto tiwm one prtsonef) wbcMn- 
soever they desiced. And there^ was 
one nimied:Barabba«, which ky boimd 
With them that had made inmirtcction 



with lum, who lad committed murder 
in the insurrectioa. Mxd lh» qraiti* 
tude, cnring idoud, b^gaa to denra 
himtoaoas he had ever dose oota 
them. Bat Pilate answered themf 
saying, Will ye that I release nuts 
you the King of the Jews? (For hs 
knew that thB diief priests had ddi- 
vered him fin* envy.) But the cluaf- 
priests moved the people, that he 
should Ts^er release Barabbaa nato 
them. And Pilate answered, and said 
again unto them, Whkt will ys then 
'ihtil'l shall donate him vriiom ye cidl 
the King of the Jews? And they 
cried out asain, Crucify him. Then 
Pilate said unto diem, Why, what 
evil hath he done? And they cried 
out the more exceedin^y, Cnicify 
him. And so Pilate, wuhng to con* 
t^ the petqi^ released Barabbas 
unto them; and delivered Jssvs, 
when be had acoui^ged him, to lie 
crucified. AaA the soldiers led liim 
away mto the hall, called PrsBtorium ; 
and they called toeether the wbde 
band. And they ckithed him with 
purple, and piatteda crown of thonu^ 
and out it about his head, and b^an 
\o salute him, Hail, King of the Jewa^ 
And they smote him on the head with 
a reed, and did spit upon him, and 
bowing their knees won^ipped him. 
And wnea they had mockea lam they 
took off the purple from him, and ^nt 
Ids own clothes <m him, and Ibd mm 
out to crucify him. Aiid they ccon- 
pel one Simon, a Cyrenian, w1k> piass- 
ed by, coming out of the country, the 
&th^ of Alexand^ and Rnrap, to 
bear his cross. And they briitf him 
unto the place Golgotha, which ie^ 
being interpreted, the place of a skull. 
And they gave him to drink wine 
mingled wm myrrh ; but he received 
it not And when they had crucified 
him, they parted his garments, cast- 
ing lotB upon them, what every man 
should taKe. And it was the third 
hour, «id they crucified him. And 
Uie auperacripticHi of his accusation 
was written over, THE KING OP 
THE JEWS. And^th him they 
cnicify two thieves} the one on his 
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c^ hand, «nd the o^ier <m his kft. | scarlet wt)oI, and hymm, aacl sprm. 



And the Scripture was iulfiHed, which 
«ith. And he waaniunbered with the 
Inuisgressora. AndHhey that passed 
i^ railed on him, wagging their 
lieads, and saying, Ab, thou that de^ 
stroyest the temple, and bnildest it in 
three days, sav« thys^ and ccnoe 
down from the erase. Likewise also 
the cliief priests mockii^, said among 
tiiemselves, with the scrwes. He saved 
others, himself he cannot save. Let 
Oheist the King of Israel descend 
now from the cross, that we may see 
and beliere. And they that were 
erucified with him reviled him. And 
when the sixth hour was eome, there 
was darkness over the whofe hmd, 
until the ninth hoar. And at the 
ninth hour, Jssvs eried with a loud 
voice, saying Eloi, Eloiy lama mi- 
backthanit which is, bang interpretr- 
•d, My Gk)D, my CSton, why hast tiwra 
fersakenmel And some <n them tint 
stood l^, when ^my hwrd it, said, 
Bdiold, he ealleth Elias. And ene 
ran and filled a sponge ftdl of vine- 
gar, and pat it on a reec^ and gave 
aira to drink, My^g* Let alone ; hA 
US see whether Eb'as will oome to 
take him down. And Jssirs eried 
with a load voic^ and gave up the 
ghost And the vail of the temple 
was rent in twain, from the top to we 
bottom. And when the Gentorion, 
which stood over against ban, saw 
that he so c^ed oat, and gave up the 
ghost, he said, Truly this bian was 
SieSonofGrOD. 



VEDITESDAT BSFOBB CASTES. 

The Efiatle. Heb. iz. 16. 
WHERE a. testament is, there 
most also of necessity be the death of 
file testator: for a testament is of 
force after men are dead ; otherwise 
it is of no strength at all, whilst the 
testator Kveth. w hereanon, neither 
tbe^rst testament was dedieated with- 
out Mood. For when Moses had 
•poken every precept to all the peepkt, 
iocording to the kw, he took the bloed 
of calvesandof goats, with water, and 



kled tMth the book, and all the people, 
saying, This is the blood of the lest». 
meiit which God hath enjoined onto 
you. Moreover, he spnnkled hhe- 
wiss with blood both the taberaacte, 
and all the vesaels of the ministry. 
And almost all things are by the law 
purged with blood ; and without shed- 
ding of bbod is no remission. Itwaa 
therefore necessary that the pattmis 
of thlnes hi the beavBis should be 
purified with these ; bat the heavenly 
things themselves with better sacri- 
fieea than these. Per Cmtsr is not 
entered into the holy paces made with 
hand% whjch are the fignres of the 
true ; but into heaven itself bow to 
appear in the presence of God for us : 
nor yet that he should offer himsdf 
often, as the high priest enlereth into 
the holy place every year with bkod 
of others : (for then nrast he often 
have mffered since the foundation of 
the worid,) but now once, in liie end 
of the wmid, haih he appesrod to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of himfleK 
And as it is i4ipomied onto men oAo* 
to die, but after this the jii4rment: so 
CdftisT was onoe offered to bear th» 
eins of many; and onto them that 
look for him shall he appear the second 
time, widioat sin, onto salvation.

And ye shall say iwto 
the good man oftht houae, The Mas- 
ter saSth unto thee, Where is the 
guest-chamber, where 1 shall eat the 
pasBover with my disciples 1 And he 
shall show you a large umier room 
fornished : there make ready. And 
they went and finmd as he had said 
unto them ; and they made ready the 
passorer. And when the, hour was 
come, he sat down, and the twelve 
•posUes with him. And he said 
unto them, with desire I have desired 
tQ eat Ihis passover with you before I 
lufler. For i sm^ \mto von, I /will 
not any mitre eat thereof until it be 
fulfilled in the kingdom of God. And 
he took the cup, and gave thanks, and 
said, Take this, and divide it among 
yourielves.

■you. But behold, the hand of him 
tfiat betrayeth me is with me on the 
taUe. And truly the Son of man go- 
eth as it was determined ; but wo 
unto that man by whom he^ is be- 
trayed i And they b^an to inquire 
among tbemsdves, which of them it 
was that should do this thing. And 
there was also a strife among them, 
which of them should be oecounted 
the greatest And be said unto them, 
The kings of the Gentiles exerci9e 
lordship over them; and they that ej^- 
ereise authority upon them are called 
benefactors. But ye shall not be so : 
but he that is greatest among you, let 
bun be as the yoimgcr; and he that 
Is chief, as he that doth serve. For 
vliether it greatw;, he that sitlieth at 



meaty or he that senaoMil is not h« 
that sitteth at meat 1 But I am among 
you as he that serveth, Yeareth^ 
which have continued with me in n^ 
tem]ptations. And I appoint unto you 
a lunralom, as my Father hath ap- 
points unto me : that ye may eat and 
drink at my table-in my kinffdcNn, and 
sit on thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel. And me Loid said, 
Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath de- 
sired to have you, that he may sift 
you as wheat : but I have jn-ayed for 
the^ that thy &ith fail not; and when 
thou art converted, strengthen thy 
brethren. And he saic^ unto him, , 
Lord, I am ready to go with th^ 
both into priaon and to death.

Then JisiTS said unto thechief 
priests and captains of the temple, 
and the elders which were come to 
htm, Be ye come oat as against a 
thief; with swords and staves') 
When I was daily with you in the 
-temple, ye stretched ftnrth no hands 
against me: but thk is your hour, 
and the pow^ of darimess.

The Epistle. 1 Car. xi 17. 
IN this that I declare onto yoo, I 
praise you not; that you come t^ 
gether not for the better, but for the 
worse. For first of all, when ye 
come tpgedier in the Church, I hear 
that there be divisions anKMQig you; 
and I partly believe it For there 
muat be also heresies amone you, that 
they which are approved may be 
made manifest amoi^ yon. When 
ye come tocher thwefore into one 
rface, this is not to eat the Lord's 
Supper. For, in eating, every one 
tdteth before other his own supper : 
and one is hungry, and another is 
drunken. What, have ye not houses 
to eat and to drink in! or despise ye 
the Church of (jk>D and shame them 
that have noti Wbatahall I say to 
youlahaR I praise you inthisl I 
praise you not For I have received 
k the Lord *i»*^^*J*?LL^* 
vered unto you.. That ^ I^ord Jb- 
OT8, tile same mght m w^^^h *w wja 
betrayed, took bread; and when bo 
SrrS^ thanks, be brake k, -fd 
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wbieh is bnlun finr ynn ; this do in 
rsmeoibrmiice of me After the same 
msiuier also he took the cup, when lie 
hid supped, saying, This cup is the 
um t<^«mnnt in my blood ; this do 
ye, 'as oft «s ye drink it, in re- 
mombranee of me. For as often as 
ye eal this bread, and drink this cup, 
ye do show the Lord's death till he 
'come. Wherefore, whosoever shall 
eat this bread, and drink this cup of 
the LoBO unworthily, shall be suiky 
of the body and blood of the £obd. 
But let a man eramine himsri^ and 
so let him eat of that bread, and drink 
of that cup. For be that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eatech and 
drinketh damnation to himsdf, not 
discemiag the Lord's body. For 
this cause many are weak and sicUy 
among you, and many sleep. For if 
we would judffe ourselves, we should 
not be judged. But when we are 
judged, we are chastened of the 
XiOBO, that we should not be con- 
demned with the world. Where- 
foire, my' brethren, when ye come 
together to eat, tarry one for ano- 
ther. And if any man hunger, let 
him eat at h<Nne; that ye come not 
together unto condemnatifML And the 
rest will I set in order when I come. 

The Go^teL St Liidce xziil 1. 

THE whole multitude of them 
arose, and led him unto Pilate. And 
they b^an to accuse him, saying, 
We found this follow pervertin|^ tSe 
nation, and finrbidding to give tribute 
to Cesar, saying, that he himself is 
Christ a king. And Pilate asked 
him, saying, Art thou the King of the 
Jews 1 Ajid be answered mm, and 
sakl, Thou sayest it Then said Pi- 
late to the chief prieits and to the peo- 
ple, I find no foult in this man.

rusalem at that tiilM. And when He* 
rod saw Jesus, he was exceeding 
glad ; for he was desiroas lo see him 
of a king season, because he had heajrd 
many things of him ; and he hoped 
to iMve seen some minaols done by 
him. Thai he questioned with him 
in many words; but he answered him 
nothing. And the chief priests and 
scribes etood and vehemently accused 
him. And Herod with h^ men of 
war set him at nou^htj and mocked 
him, and arrayed him in a goi^eous 
robe^ and amt hun Main to Pilate. 
And the same day Pifate and Herod 
were made firiemb together ; for be 
f<»e, they were at enmi^-brtween 
themselves. And Pilate, when he 
had called together the chief priests, 
and the rulers, and the peojue, sua 
unto them, Ye have brought this man 
unto me, as one that perverteth the 
peofde: and behold, ( having exa- 
mined him before you, have fowid no 
foult in. this man, touching those 
things whereof ye accuse lum : no^ 
iKR* yet Herod: mr I sent you to Imn ; 
and lo, nothing w<Nrth v of death ia 
done u^ him. I will therefore chat* 
tise hun, and rdease him. (For of 
necessity he naust reteose one unto 
them at the feast) Aod they cried 
oitf all at once, saying. Away with 
this man, and rdease unto us Barab- 
bas ; (who for a certain sedition made 
ia the city, and for murder, was cast 
into prison.) Pilate, therefore, will- 
ing to release Jssus, spake again to 
them. But th«y cried, sayiiiff, Cm* 
cify him, crucify him. And be said 
untn them the third time. Why, what 
evil hath he done 7 Ihavefenindno 
cause of death in him : 1 will there* 
fiNre chastise him, and let him ga 
And they were instant with Icrad 
voices, requiring that lie might ba 
crucified: and the voices of tbeaiv 
uid of the chief priests,^ prevailed. 
And Pilate nve sentence that it 
slKwId be as tliey required. Ami ha 
released unto tlieui him that for sedi-

For behold, the days are oominff, in 
Che which they shall say. Blessed are 
the barren, and the wombs that nairer 
bare, and the paps whieh nevergave 
Mck. Then shall they begin to say 
to the mountains^ Fall on us ; and to 
the bills. Cover u«. For if they do 
^ese things in a grem tree, what 
shall be done in the dry 1 And there 
were ako two other malefoetons kd 
with bim to be pot to death. Andwlira 
thev were come to the place which is 
ealtod Calvary, there th^ cnx^fied 
him and the malefbetors; (me on the 
ri^ht hand, and the other on the left. 
jl%en said Jesits, Father, forgive 
them, for they know not what thejr do. 
And they iMurted his raiment, and 
east lots. And the people stood be- 
holding: and the nmra alsawith 
them derided him, saying. He saved 
others; let him save nimeel^ if he be 
CiiBisTthechceenofGoD. And the 
loldiers also mocked him, e(»ning to 
him, and offering him vinegar, and 
saying; If thou be the Kii^ of the 
Jews, ttve thyaeIC And a aoper- 
seripami also was written over nim 
b letters of Greek, and tath>, and 
Ilebiew, THIS IS THB KINO OF 
THEJBWa And one of the male- 
foetocB, wbifth were hanged, railed on 
him, laying, If thou be Ohbist, 
nve thvself and ub. But the other 
answering, rebuked him, saying, 
Dost not thou feai Gon, seeing thoa 
ut in the same Gondemnation 1 And 
we indeed jnwiy ; for we receive the 
doe regard of our deeds: but thin man 
hath done nothing amiss. And he 
•aid onto Jesus, hard, remember

don. And Jbsvb said mto hia^ 
VeriW I sav nnlo thee, To-day shalt 
thou be with me in Paradise. And 
it was about the sixth boiv, and there 
was darkness over all the earth until 
the ninth hour. And the sun was 
darkened, and the vail of the temple 
was rent in the midst And when 
J^UB had cried with a k>adiNMce, be 
said, Father, into thy hands I com> 
mend my spirit : and having said thus, 
be gave op the ghost Now when the 
Centurion saw what w«s done, be 
glorified God, aayiog.

pers, once purged, shotdd have had 
no more conscience of shiB. But in 
those sacrifices there is a remem- 
brance again made of sins evwy 
vear. For it is not pottible that the 
blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins. Wherefore, when 
ho comeu into the world, he saith, 
Sacrifice and offering thou wouldest 
kiot, but a body hast thou pre)>ared 
me : in bumt^fferings and sacrifices 
fi>r sin thou hast had no pleasure : 
llierf stud I, Lo, I come. (in the vo- 
hune of the book it is written of me) 
to do thy will, O GoD. Above, 
when he said. Sacrifice, and offering, 
uid bumtoflferings, and offering fcr 
sin, thou wouldest not, neither nadst 
jpleesure therein, which are offered 
Dy the law ; then Sftid he, Lo, I come 
to do thy wlU, O God. He t«keth 
away the first^that he may eMablish 
the second. By the which w*U w« 
are sanctified, oiroitth the offering of 
the body of Jbsitb Chbibt once for 
idl. And every priest standeth daily 
ministering and offering oftenthnes 
the same sacrlfiSM, w)iidk eaar never 
take away sins. But this man, after

that aapng, he barougfat Jsevs forth, 
and sat down in tl^ judgment'eeat, 
in a place that is called the Pave- 
ment, but in the Hebrew, Qabbatha. 
And it was the proration of the 
passover, and about tne sixth hour : 
and he faith unto the Jew;^ Behold 
jrour King. But they cried out, Away 
with him, away with him, crucify him. 
Pilate saith unto them, Shall IcmciQr 
your King? The chief priests answer- 
ed, We have no king but CaBsar. Then 
delivered he him therefcure unto them 
to be crucified : and thev took Jksub, 
and led him awa^. And he, bearing his 
oro8a,wait forth into a place called the 
place of a skull, which is called in the 
Hebrew Golgotha; when they eru- 
eified him, suod two others with him, 
on either side one, and Jsbub in the 
midst And Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the cross ; and the writing was 
iBSUS OP , NAZABETH, THE 
KING OP THE JEWS. Tl»isUUe 
then road many of the Jews ; for the 
place where JiLSva was crucified was 
nigh to the city; and it was written 
In Hebrew, and Greek, and Xatin. 
Then aaid the chief priests of the 
Jews to Pihte, Write not. The King 
of the Jews ; but that he said, I am 
King of the Jews. Pilate answered, 
What J have written, 1 Iiave written. 



Then the aoldien^ whm Ihej had 
•crucified JKsua, took his garments^ 
(and made four parts, to every soldiir 
a part) and also his coat: now the 
coat waa without aeam, woven firaoa 
the top throoghout. They aaid there- 
fore among Oiemselves, Let us not 
rend it, bot cast kns for it, wboae it 
ahaflbe: that the Ser^iture might be 
iiilfiUed, which aaith. They parted 
my raiment among them, and for my 
vesture they did cwt Ipta. These 
things theriifore the Bokliers did. Now 
there stood Inr thecrosa of Jsavs, his 
mother, and his mother's sisMr, liary 
the wifoof Cleephas, and Mmxj Mag. 
dalene. When Jssus, therefore, saw 
his mother, and the disciple standin| 
by whom he loved, he aaith unto hia 
mother, Woman, behold thy son. 
Then saith he to the disciple, Behold 
thy mother. And from that hour that 
disciple took her unto his own home. 
After this, Jvsus knowing that all 
thii^ were now accomplidaed, that 
th^ Scripture might be fulfilled, saitfa, 
I thirst Now there was aet a vea- 
iai full of vinegar: and they filled 
a sponge with vinegar, and put it 
upon hyssop, and put It to his month. 
When J»su8, therdtfe, had received 
the vinegar, he said. It la finished : 
tod He bowed his hea(^ and gave up 
the ghost. The Jews, therefore, be- 
cause it was the preparation, that the 
bodies should not remain upon the 
cross on the sabbath-day, (for mat sab- 
bath-day was a high day) bought 
Pilate that their legs might be brok 
en, and that they might be taken 
away. Then came the soldiers and 
brake the legs of the first, and of tha 
other which was crucified with him. 
Bat when they came to Jasus, and 
saw that be was dead already, they 
brake not his legs. But one of tlie 
soldieiB with a spear pierced hie side, 
and fi»thwith came thereout blood and 
watel'. And he tha^ saw it bare record, 
and his record is true : and he know- 
eth that be Boith true, that ye might 
believe. For these things were done, 
that the Scripture should be fulfilled, 
A bone of him shall not be broken

For Christ also hath 
once suffered for sins, the just for the 
unjust, (that he might bring us to 
God) bmng put to death in the 
fleidi, but quidiened by the spirit 
ll^ which also he went and preached 
unto the spirits in prison; which 
sometime were disobedient^ when 
once tbe long-«^eringof God waited 
in the days rf Noah, while the ark 
was a preparing ; wherein few, that 
is, eight souls, were saved by water. 
The Rke figure whereunto, even Bap- 
tism, doth also noW save us (not the 
putting away the filth of the flesh, 
but the answer of a good conscience 
toward God) by the resurrection of 
Jesvb Christ: who is gone into 
heaven, and is on the right hand of 
God; angels, and authorities, and 
powers, bemg made subject unto him> 
The Goepd. St Matt xxvii 57. 
WHEN the even was come, there 
came a rich man of Arimathea, named 
Joseph, who also himself was JEsufi' 
disciple: he went to Pilate, and beg- 
ged Uie body of Jusrs. Then Pilate 
commanded the body to be delivered. 
And when Joseph had taken the bo- 
dy, he wrapped it in a clean Hnen 
cloth, and laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn odt in the 



lock; and he xeUed a tfreat stone to 
the door of the sepnl^kre, and de- 
puted. And there was Mary Mag- 
dalene, and the other Mary, titling 
over against the Bepukbtv. Now 
the next dsy that Mowed the day of 
the praparatioQ, the chief prieBts and 
^arisees cam6 together unto Pilate, 
saying,' Sir, we remember that that 
decMver said, while he was yetehve^ 
After three days I will rise again. 
Gkxnmand therefore that the semil* 
c^ be tbAdo sure until the wird 
day, lest his disciples oome by night, 
and steal him away, and say m^o the 



people, He is risen from tbe dead : so 
tbe last error shall be worse than the 
first Pibate said unto them, Ye have 
a watch ; go your wav, make it a» 
sure as you can. So tney went and 
made the sepulchre sure, sealing the 
stone, and setting a watch.

The sacraments were not ordained 
af ChAist to be gased upon, or to 
be carried about, but that we ahould 
duly uaa them. And in such only 
aa worthily receive the aame, they 
liave a wholeaome eflM or operation : 
but they that receive them unworthi* 
hr, purchase to themselvea damna- 
laoo, aa St. Paul aaith. 

Aet. XXVI Of thA Unwortldnesa 
qf the H^nistera, tokieh kindera not 
the ^ect qfthe Sacraments. 
Although in the visible Church the 
evil be ever mingled whh the good, 
and aometime the evil have c^tf an- 
thontjr in the miaiatratioQ of the word 
and aaeramenta: yet, fbraamoch aa 
thay do Qot the aam^ in their own 
name, but in Chkist's, and do min- 
iater by hia commiaaiao and author- 
ity, we may uae their miniatry, both 
in hearing the word of God, and in 
noeivinff the aacramenta.

Nevertheleaa, it appertafaieth to the 
diadpUneofthe Church, that inqui* 
ry be made of evil miniatera, and 
tnat they be accused bj^ thoae that 
have knowled^ <^ their offenoea : 
and finally being found guilty, by 
juat judgment, be depoaed. 

Abt.XXVIL Of Baptism. 

Baptism is not only a sign of pro- 
fession, and mark of mfference, 
whereby Christian m«i are discerned 
from others tliat be not christened: 
but it is also a sign of regeneration, 
or new birth, whereby, as by an in- 
strument, they that receive baptism 
rightly are grafted into the Church : 
Che promises of the forgivenesa of am, 
and of our adoption to b^the sons of 
God by die Holy Ghost, are vist- 
bly signed and sealed : foith ia con- 
firmed and grace increaaed by virtue 
of prayer unto God. The baptiam 
of young children is in any wise to 
be retained ia the Church as moat 
agreeable with the inatitution of 
Chbist. 

AnT. XXVIIL Of the LonPs 
Supper. 

The Sapper of the Lokd ia not 
only a aign of the love that Christiana 
ought to nave among themselvea one 
to another ; but rather it is a sacra- 
ment of our redemption by Christ'b 
death : insomuch that to such aa 
rightly, worthily, and with feith re- 
cave the aame, the "bread which we 
break ia a partaking of the body of 
Chaist; and likewiee the cup of 
bleaaing ia a partaking of the bk)od of 
Chbist. , 

Tzansubatantiation (or the changa 
of the anbatanoe of bread and wine) 
in the Supper of the Lobd, cannot 
be proved V Holy Writ ; but it ia 
repugnant to the plain worda of 
Scripture, overthroweth the nature 
of a aacrament, and hath given qcgsl- 
aion to tnaay auperstitiona.

THE PREFACE. 

It is evident anto all men, diligently reading holy Scriptnre and ancient 
aothori, that from the Apoetles' time there have been theae Ordera of 
Miniaters in Christ's Church, — Biahopa, Priests, and neaoona. Wkick 
offices were evermore had in auch reverent estimation, that no man might 
presume to execote anv of them, except he were first called, tried, ex- 
amined, and known to have aqch qualities aa «te requisite Ibr the same ; 
and also by public prayer with imf^sition of hands, were approved and 
admitted therennto by lawful authority. Andoberefore, to tlie intent ^at 
these Orders may be continued, and reverently uaed and esteemed in this 
Church, no man ahall be accounted or taken to be a lawful Bishup, Priest, 
or Dea(X>n, m thia Church, or Buffered to execute any of the said functioM^ 
except he be called, tried, examined, and admitted therennto acoordiog 
to the form hereafter following, or hath had Epiacopal Osnaecratioiicir 
Ordinatbn. . 

And none shall be admitted a Deacon, Priest, or Bishop, except he be of the 
age which the Canon in that caae4>rovided may require. 

And the Bishop knowing, either by himself, or by sufficient testimony, any 
person to be a man of virtuous conversation, and without crime ; and 
after examination and trial, finding him sufficiently instructed in the hoh 
Scri|)ture, and otherwiae learned aa the Canona require, may, at the times 
Mpmnted, or elae, on urgent occasion, upon some other day, m the face rf 
the Church, admit him a Deacon, in auch manner and form aa fbUow^h.
